from plants of the Loup River dis- 
tract at Columbus, with which Tri. 
County 
has an inter-connect! on 


agreement. 


Approval of the Hastings con- 


tract, Which will provide the first 
pay load for the l^ig Loup plants, 
and which will make Hastings the 
first city to connect with any of 
the public hydro projects, was re- 
garded as a major step in "little 
TVA" plans, which have encoun- 
tered stubborn opposition. 


Low Costs Figured. 


Loup district power already is 


available at the T"i-County substa- 
tion! at 
the edge of Hastings. 


Under the agreement, Hastings 
will purchase a minimum of 3 
million kilowatt hours annually, on 
a sliding scale which will average 
around six mills per k.w.h. 
The favorable vote came Monr 


day night after urging of the coun- 
cil by Supt. Raymond Coffey of 
the city's power Facilities, who 
said 
the 
Tri-County connection 


would-eliminate the need for ne.w 
"generating equipment' under con- 
sideration, which would have cost

DALADIER IS GIVEN 


VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


Socialists and Communists 


Join Party to Approve 


Policies. 


PARIS. 
UP). The chamber of 
deputies gave the new "nationa 
defense" government of Edouarc 
Daladier an overwhelming vote ol 
confidence, 576 to 5. Making his 
ministerial declaration, he prom- 
ised that the government would 
keep armament factories running 
in spite of a wave of strikes in- 
volving 150,000 men and more than 
120 plants. 


Both socialists and communists 


joined in the center and right to 
give Daladier a huge majority. 


The socialists reserved opinion 


on Daladier's request for the righ 
to rule France by decree until Aug 
1, but the size of the first vote 
appeared assurance he would g-e1 
decree powers without soclalisl 
support. Daladier had appealed tc 
the patriotism of 140,000 strikers 
exhorting them to end the tie-up 
of defense factories. 


He urged them to trust the gov 


ernment to prevent a recurrence ol 
"the 
old privileges"—apparently 
his promise to the workers agams 
mass firing or general pay cuts, 


A ministerial declaration, ap 


proved by the cabinet, asked tin 
strikers to evacuate the more than 
120 plants they have occupied. I 
promised their grievances woul< 
be settled by legal means and re 
minded them the serious interna 
tional situation made it imperative 
that there be no interruption in 
the manufacture of arms.

REILLY TAKES STAND 


IN HIS OWN DEFENSE 


Admits He Owes Mrs. Boss 


$7,100 But Denies He 


Embezzled Money. 


Charles E. Reilly, on trial in 


District Judge Chappell's court, on 
a charge of embezzeling money 
from Mrs. Edith B. Ross, admitted 
on the witness stand under cross 
examination by Co. Atty. Towle 
that he owed Mrs. Ross $7,100 and 
Mrs. 
Bernice Wert, 
$2,800 but 


claimed that the money was given 
to him as loans or to apply to poli- 
cies and that he was not guilty of 
embezzle merit. 


Reilly is charged with getting 


$500 from Mrs. Ross on Jan. 29, 
1936 and $2,372.69 on June 29, 
1936. Reilly said on the witness 
stand that Mrs. Rosa obtained the 
cash surrender value on a policy 
she had on June 29, 1936 and thai 
she signed the check for $2,372.69 
in his office and turned over the 
check to him. He explained thai 
this money was to be used to get 
a new policy and she signed an 
application to get a policy calling 
for payment of a $600 premium s 
year. He identified her signature 
on the application. 


When the policy came the name 


was Edna- Ross instead of Edith 
and it had to be sent back. 
He 


admitted that she never got the 
policy but said he tolcT her that it 
would be well for her to wait 
awhile as rates might ,be lower 
and she could take advantage ol 
that. He said that the policy was 
never delivered to her and on 
March 16, 1937 she started suit. 


He also admitted that he got 


over $2,000 from Bernice Wert and 
that sfie never got anything- in 
return for it. He said he had not 
paid her because he did not have 
the money but had made a state- 
ment that he owed her the sum 
and placed it in his deposit box 
He did so that in case he died it 
would be known that he had such 
an obligation. He said he tore th 
statement up when he was dis-

STOFFER SAYS 


Vital Personal Experience Is 


Unnecessary, He Tells ^ 


Noonday Meeting/ 


Dr. Bryan S. Stoffer told the 


ongregation at the second Hgly 
Week noonday seivice in the Lin- 
oln theater Tuesday that "In re~ 
igion, genuine understanding, vi- 
ality and power depends upon a 
direct personal experience." There 
are 
many 
people, he declared, 


whose religion is "largely second 
hand.' 


"Pilate,' he said, "did not have 


a personal understanding of Juda- 
sm, let alone a clear comprehen- 
sion of the meaning of the new 
tingdom of god-iike men which 
Jesus came to establish. 
Pilate 


would have scorned the idea of a 
irst hand, experience of Judaism. 
He would certainly 
have 
been 


amused to think that Jesus could 
have been considered a personal 
savior for a Roman magistrate 
ike himself. 
"Like Pilate, many people today 


would scorn the idea of accepting 
Jesua as a personal savior and 
consider that their own point of 
view is far superior. In fact, there 
have been many in recent years 
who have been deeply influenced 
by the evolutionary point of view 
in the field of sciance and who con- 
sider that no one who lived more 
than 1,900 years ago could pos- 
sibly provide an adequate basis for 
-ion and full living today. If we 
lave had development or progress 
in all other fields of human en- 
deavor, is it not also equally true 
that in religion we have passed 
quite beyond the revelation which 
Jesus gave to the world ? 


"Many intellectuals in all se- 
riousness have asked this question 
and have insisted that we have 
jone beyond the Christian revela- 
tion. It serins to me, however, that 
anyone who has a deep under- 
standing and appreciation of what 
happened, especially" during Pas- 
sion Week, would hesitate to make 
such a statement. As far as I have 
seen able to observe anyone who 
fionestly faces the cross of Jesus 
must frankly recognize that we 
save had no one in the course of 
human history wno has so clearly 
revealed to us the finest things in 
the realm of human experience. 


Common Viewpoint. 


"In many of our western coun- 


tries, Christianity has become the 
accepted point of view in religion 
While there are many people who 
make no open profession yet (they 
would be deeply insulted if one 
were to slate that they were not 
Christian. On the other hand, it is 
equally true that there are many 
people who consider themselves

The 
dancer bore him eight children 
and was divorced in Moscok in 
1927 in pioceedings brought by the 
singer thru the soviet consul in 
Paris. His second marriage was to 
the former Mme.

earth. 
Trusty, a war blinded in- 


ventor, has demonstrated his in- 
vention 1T9 times, with 12 people 
each time, over land and water 
from altitude as low as 85 feet— 
without the loss of a single life. 


The Russian army has developed 


a similar, idea in landing platoons 
of infantry from huge transports 
by parachute. 


TT{a United States 
army 
has 


spent a long time selling this 
axiom to its flyers: "If you haven't 
got it' when you need it, you'll 
never need it again." 


Army flyers are always seated 


on a meticulously packed para- 
chute, and to refute the argument 
of there being no escape fro ma 
cabin plane, have often been com- 
pelled to hop with all hands when 
the ship refused to respond to the 
pilot's guiding hands. 
None of 


these, Haig maintains, have ever 
been injured. 


Of objections 4 and 5, it is said 


that no fast thinkers like Senator 
Bronson Cutting, Knute Rockne, or 
tho jungle hunters Osa and Martin 
Johnson, who were certainly not 
professional 
parachutists, 
would 


prefer hanging on for a crash to 
almost certain possibility of life 
by resorting to parachutes. The 
fear element in argument 6 Is dis- 
counted by the fact that all rail- 
way trains arc equipped with first 
aid kits, fire extinguishers, picks 
and saws which suggest t^e pos- 
sibility of Injury and wrecks, yet 
these companies have never suf- 
fered passenger fright. 


With the appalling deaths ac- 


counted for by submarines, the 
government service dtd not lean 
back and relax, nor did it abandon 
the service as Impractical.

MORE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


THE RAIL MESSAGE, 


The president's message on the 


railroads which was submitted to 
congress Monday, was one of the 
most interesting documents bear- 
ng 
the 
Roosevelt 
signature. 


Whether It 
was the 
product of 


pique, the outpouring of a much 
chastened executive, or an attempt 
;o bring congress 'round fay use of 
generous irony, la hard to deter- 
mine. One opinion is as good as 
another. 


Jn any event the president Jet 


congress Know that he resented the 
treatment he had received at its 
iianda in relation to the reorgan- 
ization bill. He avoided In a marked 
manner any attempt at specific 
recommendation. The bill drafting 
n the rail case, as tangled a mass 
as congress evtfr faced, is left to 
congress. What the president did 
was to point out the problem and 
tell congress to go to it. 


The president not only pointedly 


refrained from any recommenda- 
tions of his own, but poured in con- 
gress' lap, along with the snarled 
mass of 20 billion dollars worth of 
railroads, the recommendations of 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. There were six recommenda- 
tions for immediate relief and a 
list 
of 
four 
recommendations, 


for a long term program. He docu- 
mented the message with a series 
of letters and memorandums. 


With exquisite irony the presi- 


dent pointed out that congress had 
created some seven federal agen- 
cies dealing with 
transportation 


and had clothed 
the interstate 


commerce 
commission 
w i t h 


"purely executive functions," an 
action which he declared was "in 
all probability unconstitutional." 


The president specifically recom- 


mended the 
elimination 
of this 


duplication of effort by consolida- 
tion of the seven agencies into 
two, 
one handling- executive func- 


tions, arid the other all activities of 
a judicial, or legislative character. 
By placing 
executive functions 


under an executive tfrahch and 
placing- quasi-legislative and quasi- 
judicial functions under ari inde- 
pendent commission, the presi'dent 
assured congress that it would not 
only approach a solution but that 
"such action Would be highly con- 
stitutional." 


There was a great deal of humor 


in the message, assuming that the 
president is a chastened man and 
good humored at the moment" of 
writing. And at the same time, in 
addition to being- ironical, the mes- 
sage gives congress something of 
an object lesson. If it doesn't want 
the president to interfere in its 
business, all right,'here is the rail- 
road problem. Hop to it and solve 
it.

Those who 
pposed r' :iting of the license 
egret thai the council had not 
hanged the eastern limits of the 
joliced area before application for 
icenses was made. 


Denver is about to place on the 


market a 4 million dollar issue of 
refunding bonds. They do things 
in an unusual way in that city. 
Refunding is ordered by the coun- 
cil and is authorized by an ordi- 
nance passed by the council. Up 
to the present time most cities 
have been able to sell their bonds 
at a premium, 
but

there is discussion of the bonds

AN ELECTION PlCl'URE. 


The free and independent elec- 


torate of the sovereign state ' of 
Pennsylvania does not appear to 
be very numerous. Long a pro- 
vince of the republican party, the 
democratic hordes moved in a few 
years ago, and are now engaged in 
a bitter quarrel over the division 
of territory as represented by the 
high-salaried offices of honoi'. The 
democratic state committee met 
some weeks ago and decided that 
Gov. Karle should be promoted to 
the senate and that Alvin Jones, 
an attorney unknown to national 
politics, should be governor. 
In 


doing so the committee ignoted 
the fact that Lieut. Gov. Kennedy, 
a labor leader, was the choice of 
John L. Lewis, and that Senator 
Guffey, erstwhile suzerain of the 
province, had promised to promote 
him as a further means of cement- 
ing the 600,000 miners' union vote 
to his standard. 
The American 


Federation of Labor, foe of the 
C. I. O., is now laying plans to 
defeat the Lewis-Guffey slate. 


In all these calculations the pre 


dilections of the voters are not 
given even cursory consideration 
The 'democrats are told that here 
are two slates; now take your 
choice. Summing up possibilities 
the voting strength of this union or 
that big city machine Is set down 
This union has 600,000 members 
and affiliates. 
As John L. Lewis 


is their head they ai'e counted upon 
to vote solidly for whoever Lewis 
tells them. 
This union controls 


50,000 votes. It belongs to the fed- 
eration of labor. 
Set them down 


as voting solidly for the Guffey 
slate. 
The rail brotherhoods wil 


vote this way. The steel workers 
will vote that way. 
Nowhere is 


the 
individual voter considered 


There is no Reason why he should 
be; he long ago assigned his re- 
maining powers.

called "substantive terms." To re- 
fuse in, advance to negotiate on a 
substantive matter like wages or 
lours Might, therefore, be upheld 
ay the present board, but refusal 
10 sign a contract unless a per- 
formance bond were given by the 
union, on the other hand, could be 
ruled upon as a "procedural" item. 


Certainly there are few things 


more important in the signing of 
a contract between business-equals 
than the capacity of the parties to 
the 
agreement 
to fulfill 
their 


pledges. This goes to the root of 
contractual obligation and It would 
not be* surprising- If the present 
board has bitten off quite a chunk 
of trouble by considering the sign- 
ing of a contract as a procedural 
question. 


Since labor unions are not as a 


rule incorporated, they are not as 
responsible legally as are corpora- 
tions of employers, bUL the court

are 


nevertheless suable. To require a 
performance bond on a condition 
of a written contract may some 
day be a natural consequence of 
the present board's latest deci- 
sions.

So if the present board has cor- 


rectly interpreted the powers of 
congress, a precedent has been set 
up whereby a labor board of the 
future can practically dictate the 
length of tim^ of contracts. From 
such a ruling, it would be a short

(neuritis) gives rise to the pain or 
aching populat-ity associated with' 
neuritis. A great deal of the neu- 
ritis'' In popular fancy Is actually 
not neuritis at all, but some pass- 
ing- discomfort. Ofter a referred 
pain is wrongly regarded as "neu- 
ritis." Thus, in a majority of cases, 
sciatica is not neuritis Cinffamma- 
tlon of the great sciatic nerve) but 
a referred pain due to some sprain, 
strain or partial displacement in 
the sacro-iliac junction or perhaps 
to some lesion of the lumbar spine 
about the roots of the nerves which 
lead into the sciatic nerve. Typical 
example of referred 
pain which 


might give the impression of "neu- 
ritis" is the ache and tingling in 
the little finger and ring finger 
when the "crazy bone" Is struck a 
blow or subjected to pressure—the 
"crazy bone" being the ulnar nerve 
in the groove just Inside the tip of 
the elbow.

In most instances real neuritis 


as a chfonic, gradually developing 
and long enduring condition—not 
a pain or disability here today and 
gone tomorrow. Aside from reme- 
dies which benumb pain, and phys- 
iological rest such as one would 
give a broken leg, there is no 
specific treatment for acute neu- 
ritis. In erich case the skill and 
judgment of the psysician must 
determine the treatment which Is 
likely to give the greatest pos- 
sible comfort and prevent further 
damage.

Christian both Within and without 
the Christian church who have 
very little direct personal relation- 
ship with God as he is soon in 
Christ. 
"We consider that we are Chris- 
ten because we belong" to the 
Christian community or the Chris- 
tian church. This has been espe- 
cially true in India where one's life 
is primarily 
determined by his 
membership in a specific rligious 
community. Bue it is, not only true 
of India, it is equally true that 
many in America and in our west- 
ern world in recent years have 
failed to find that living relation- 
ship which is the heart of religion 
While we criticize rather deeply 
the extremes of revivalism of the 
last century, we must honestly ad- 
mit that men and women had a 
much more vivid and real sense of 
the presence of God in their lives 
than we have today. 


Relationship to God. 


"It is equally true that no one 


can experience cither the power or 
the joy of religion until he has had 
a first hand relationship to God. 
Even an intellectual apprehension 
od belief about Jesus is not suffi- 
cient. Paul, the greatest of the 
early Christians, was certainly not 
satisfied with the intellectual ap- 
proach alone. He cries out, *I have 
been crucified with Christ and it 
is not longer I that live, but Christ 
liveth in me/ 
"And finally, the depth of the 
Christian religion is found m this 
realization that God has always 
been prior ^in his experience with 
men. The cross indicates that God 
has first loved the world and it 
also indicates the depth of that 
love. 
Anyone who studies 
the 
meaning of the cross deeply will 
understand the significance of this 
statement. 
To Lhe Greek it was 
foolishness; to the Jew It was a 
stumbling block; but to the Chris- 
tian it was and has been the real 
power of God in changing the lives 
of men and women. We today need 
desperately to have a direct expe- 
rience with the God who is so 
clearly and powerfully revealed in 
the life, death and resurrection of 
Jesus,"

Summer Is the Time 


to Correct Disorders 
of Pre-School Child

SINCE 1930 the American Medi- 


cal association has been officially 
^presented on a committee of the 
National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers concerned with the sum- 
mer "round-up" of children. I 
have before me a general summary 
of the various reports of the latest 
campaign. 


This movement was originated 


about two decades ago. Its objects 
arc primarily to improve the health 
of the pre-school and school child. 
It Is indeed a worthy cause, and 
within the past few years a fair, 
measure 
of success 
has 
been 


achieved. 


It is gratifying that as a result 


of this sincere co-operation between 
doctors, parents and teachers, many 
health problems have been solved. 
It is believed that out of the ex- 
perience grained1 and the plans made 
!or the future, certain harmful fac- 
tors in child health \vill be removed. 


Trying Period 


No one can deny that the pre- 


school years, the years from one to 
five years, constitute a trying 
period in child life. Many physical 
defects and faulty health habits de- 
velop at this age. 
Neglect meant, 


the 
development 
of 
conditions 


which will handicap the child when 
he enters school. 


To deal with these special prob- 


.lems, clinics and public health c*n- 
tcrs.have been established through- 
out the country. It is their object 
to help the parent solve the prob- 
lems of the young: child. If condi- 
tions are discovered which require 
it, the child is referred to the fam- 
ily doctor for attention to physical 
defects or weaknesses. 


It is important that every child 


receive 
thorough 
and 
repeated 


physical examinations. Any plan 
that promotes such care Is to be 
commended, 


Often Neglected 


Sometimes it is necessary to put 


on campaigns to show the need of 
vaccination against smallpox and 
immunization against diphtheria. 
The importance of these precau- 
tions are well known but somehow 
they are neglected. In 'some com- 
munities children arc permitted to 
enter school without having this 
medical attention. If the enforce- 
ment of ~these simple precautions 
were the rule, there would be 
marked decrease and ultimately a 
disappearance of these diseases. 


Other disabilities of childhood 


can be better controlled if teach- 
ers and doctors continue to help 
the parent in this health campaign. 
This summer round-up idea is a 
public health contribution that will 
go far to insure health for the chil- 
dren and prevent many of the dis- 
eases that all too often lead to per- 
manent disability,

Danger of World War. 


TOKYO. C5P>. The United States. 
Rear Admiral Tota lahtmaru as- 
serted, alone hokia th« key to the 
question whether there *iU b« a 
woild war in the near future. Re- 
garded ^>y Japan as on*, of her 
most authoritative naval experts, 
Admiral Ishlmaru said that "the 
heaviest icsponsibility ever placed 
in the hands of a single people now 
rests with Americans. The stags is 
all set for an outbreak which may 
come in 1939. "Conversely, depend 
ing entirely on the United States, 
war may be delayed indefinitely."

the American league. 


One Plcki Cleveland. 


The Yanks are a standout choice 


among the American league pilots 
•to repeat, seven picking them first 
and one second. The lone dissenter, 
who asked that his name be with- 
held, picked Cleveland to triumph. 
It wasn't Vitt who picked the 
Indians. 


The Tigers and Indians, accord- 
Ing to th« poll, will put on a whale 
of a battle for second place. De- 
troit wai picked second by six 
pilots and third by two.
